by proposing to permit voters to amend 
the constitution directly without previous 
action of Congress when "a substantial 
majority" demanded such a-change. He 
declared that with the exception of George 
Washington, those presidents who had 
aerved two terron would havo b<fen better 
had they served but one- 


'OPPOSES DETRACTIONS. 


Senator 
Cummins declared a presi- 


dent's work was 'often "neglected and 
liadly performed" because of their atten- 
tion to and efforts for re-nomlnatlon and 
r^ believe a president would do his duty 
more 
efficiently 
If no 
influences can 


affect him." he said. "I think the Sher- 
man anti-trust law will b. more thor- 
oughly administered and more energeti- 
cally applied to all persons alike if the 
president of the United States is made 
free from all the influences' which these 
jreat Interests may exert."

Schwerln, vice-president of the Pacific 
Mall Steamship Company, denied be- 
fore the House "shipping trust" com- 
mittee today that there existed a rate 
agreement between his company and 
the Kosmos Steamship Company ns to 
rates on coffee from Central America. 


"The state department Is Informed," 


sold Chairman 
AAexander< "that sn 


agreement exists between your line 
' 2nd the Kosmos Hue." 


"Then the state department's in- 


formation Is wrong," said Scliwerln. 


"We have no agreement with the 


Kosmos line, either as to a physical 
division, of traffic or as to rates. 
Some years ago the Kosmos line be- 
gan a rate war; the coffee rate went 
down to *2 a ton. Two years ago I 
decided to carry no more coffee at a 
loss and We fixed the price at $6. This 
rate the Kosmos line m'st." 


GOVERNMENT IN IDEAL. 


The United States government itself 
is a party to-European steamship con- 
ferences which fix rates between Cen- 
tral American and European ports and 
Kew York City, according to Schwerin, 
who told the committee that the gov- 
ernment, representing the Panama 
railroad and the Panama steamship 
line,, sent a representative to thu 
annual conference meetings In Lon- 
don, when coffee rates were fixed. 
He added that the government had 


endeavored to force a rate agreement 
betwe'en his line and tha Hawailan- 
AmerScan line, but that his line had 
declined to enter the agreement on 
the "ground that It was in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law " 


U. S. UTTERS THREATS. 


"Then 
the

Schwerln, "to force the Hawaiian line 
to maintain its rates, threatened, if 
it cut them flows, to put on a com- 
peting line with the government be- 
hind it. At present the Hawaiian line

Schwerln said that when the Pan- 
ama canal was opened his line, as a 
railroad-owned llne^ would be forced 
out of the trade»->"From talks with 
the railroad men "he believed they 
were indifferent as to the provision 
'Barring1 railroad-owned ships from the 
canal. 


"The railroads don't care a snap 


about It," he said. 
Water rates through the canal, he 


added, -will be but nominally lower 
than 
the 
transcontinental 
railway 
rates, no matter what "efforts were 
made to regulate them. 


WOTOD OPEX CANAL. 


Schwerln said, that "If you wanted 


to rip the rallrfiads up the back" the 
ranal should have been left free to all 
\essels, foreign or American. 
"Turn all th& ships into the canal," 


ne said, "and in a short time the 
American rallroaOs *ould go into the 
hands of receivers. 
But. under the 


present system any difference In the. 
rate will not benefit the consumer.! 
for it will be absorbeS by tfie jobber."

gurated by dispatching from this port a 
number of pearling expeditions and single 
outfits to the west coast of tho mainland 
below Acapulco, 


There are now engaged in the Industry 


260 men, of whom 29 are regular divers 
provided with diving suits. The "lugger," 
a small sloop from which the diver oper- 
ates, is furnished with an air-pumping 
machine. Each boat's crew comprises the 
diver, one life-line man, one man to man- 
age tho air .hose, and two men to work 
the pump which supplies air to the diver. 


Reports have just como In from tho 


fleet that satisfactory results are being 
obtained in securing 'pearls. This Is not 
always 'tho case as an expedition fitted 
out at an expense of $10,000 or $15,000 
might not bring back pearls worth $1000 
•when the season of six months Is ended. 
Of course, there Is the mother-of-pearl 
shell which will nearly pay all expenses, 
provided no boats are lost. 


When the pcarl-flshlng concession—held 


by an English company—was In 
force, 


nearly all tho pearls and shell secured 
were shipped to Europe. Only occasionally 
could a pearl be bought In lie. £az. Now, 
however, there will bo an open market 
here for purchasing pearls, as well as for 
mother-of-pearl shell- 


As a rulo the boats are out six months, 


but according to tho Information received 
regarding the success thus far. It is ex- 
pected that some of the fleet will be back 
by the end of February. Practically all 
tho pearls will ho brought to Ln. Faz and 
offm-ed for sale here; conseoiuently there 
will be an opportunity for American pearl 
buyers to secure in thia market some of 
the fine green, blue, and pink pearls, for 
the production of which the waters of the 
"west coast of Mexico are noted.

doctor. We do not rank the president of West Virginia Wes- 
leyan College below a veterinarian. Dr. Doney says he writes a 
three-page typewritten letter to set THE TRIBUNE right be- 
cause, as he says, "I am able to laugh." It is a pity he is not 
able to commit his mirth to pen and paper. He resents being 
called a "Godly person." We apologize—to the Deity. We were 
, wrong, we admit, and just because this is all in fun we will re- 
frain from using the proper adjective. 


Dr. Doney denies that he will ask the legislature to outlaw 


cigarettes. That also was a statement in the aforesaid As- 
sociated Press dispatch that has stirred the president of Wes- 
leyan College to such a prolonged outburst of laughter. Still he 
confesses that he is in sympathy with the movement, and hopes 
that the experience at his college will make votes for the pro- 
posed measure. There may be no great difference in the dis- 
tinction, but it should to go with the rest of the haw-haw.

grammar." Dr. Doney says the editorial writer of THE TRIBUNE 
could not pass an examination in English at the West Virginia 
Westleyan College.

A bill to establish an undertakers' trust has been introduced 


in the -Legislature. Under the specious pretense of protecting 
th« public, this bill provides for the creation of a bund or 
monopoly with legalized powers of exaction.

| the Funeral Directors' Association and was devised as an instru- 
| ment of extortion and monopoly. This association is trying to 


j fix a scale of charges for undertaking, and to keep persons who 
•re not members of the organization from engaging in the under- 
taking business. The bill is a bad one and should be beaten. It 
! ia an attempt to serve a private interest and to prevent free 
' competition in the undertaking business. Death iu time visits

There is 
a sporadic outbreak ofi smallpox in the university city, but the 
highest number of cases reported at>ny one time is ten. One 
case among 5000 people is not an epidemic. Our Stockton contem- 
porary is wrong also in saying "medical men are not agreed that 
vaccination is a thing to be encouraged."

nation is an efficient preventive to. smallpox. A small minority

Denounced at Civic Center 


Meeting. 


The executive board of the Alameda 


County Colored American Civic 
Center 


held a meeting Thursday evening at the 
residence of Mrs. C. H. Tilghrnan on Thlr- 
teenth street. Ths meeting was called 
to order by the president of the center. 
Miss Myra Simmons, for the purpose of 
discussing Assembly bill No. 467 and 
Senate bill No. 468, which propose to 
amend section 1GC2 of the political coda 
relating to the course of study for ele- 
mentary schools, the admission of pupils 
to such schools and the expulsion of c»r- 
tdin pupils of such schools. 


Tho meeting was a heated one, the 


members denouncing- segregated schools 
for colored children as Inconsistent and 
outrageous to the desires of ths largo 
majority of negro citizens of California. 


It was decided to ask all colored wo- 
men's organizations throughout the state 
to enter a protest against the adoption 
of tho bills. And a mass meeting was 
arranged to take place shortly, at which 
It is proposed that all leading negro citi- 
zens and organizations around the bay 
cities shall unite in defeat of th& proposed 
amendments. At the conclusion of the 
meeting1 a protest was adopted ta be sent 
to the chairman of the committee on 
education in both houses of the legisla- 
ture.

Markeson the freedom of his home, but 


. the latter proved the ingrate, and induced 


Mrs. .Kennedy to leave home manji, after- 
noons and make pilgrimages to Santa 
Rosa with him, where they spent a. num- 
ber of afternoons.

Kennedy was in the' bedroom of 
her home yesterday, while the two men

SAN" FRANCISCO. Feb. 1.—Major-Gen- 


eral Arthur Murray, commanding: the 
Western division of the army, yesterday 
^turned from Washington. D. C., -where 
lin has been attending the conference of 
Keneral officers of the army relative to the 
reorganization of th« service, bringing 
with him the news that, in his opinion, 
the Government will appropriate $2,000,-

"Such a. Government building: prob- 


ably would be situated where the Pre- 
sidio stables now stand. This will mean 
that the old stables must ba torn down, 
and I made an estimate of $600,000 to 
replace them. The tentative plan talked 
over was for the use of the Government 
building after an exposition as an infantry 
headquarters building. I also submitted 
ah estimate of $500,000 for new storehouse 
buildings and other Improvements at Fort 
Mason and $500,000 for new buildings at 
the Presidio of San Francisco to house 
an additional regiment of Infantry and to 
provide better quarters for troops now on 
the reservation." 


General Murray -was called East to take 


an Important part In the discussion re- 
garding general army reorganization. Al- 
though he says he is now at liberty to 
divulge what reorganization plans have 
testatlvely been decided upon, as such, an- 
nouncement must be made through t'le 
Secretary of "War, It Is Icnown that the 
abolishing: of departments, such as the 
Department o£ California, has been de- 
cided, and that such departments will 
he replaced by field units of cavalry, in- 
fantry and artillery. He acknowledges 
that the creation of the Southern Division 
has been decided upon.

Whoever, in the 
face of the explicit declarations, Insists that religion is a process of def- 
erential bearing toward the clay idols of a Tnlsguluefl and myopic the- 
ology, gives the lie to Christ.

For a life of patience and gentleness ana service and love we hav6 sub- 
stituted a wretched system of perfunctory formulaes and definitions that 
have long since been outgrown. 


What the groaning old world of today needs more than it needs many 


of the gewgaws that we glv« our heads for is a Christ clarification of 
mind and a consecration of heart Given a generation of men and wo- 
men that look at things from the view-point that Is final and divine, 
and who are willing to cast their fortunes into the balance in order that 
this glimpse of the eternal purpose may tie carried out, and the gray 
days will be turned to gold, the cry of an outraged humanity over a hurt 
that It knows not how to he&l, •will give plaoa to a song that is sweeter 
far than the limpid melody of the larVs soft fluting as It nickers into the 
Infinite depth of heaven's own blue. ,

Famous Kansas City Star Editor Punished

N'plson. ed'tor and owner of tin; Kansab 
City Star, this, afternoon was pronounced 
frullty of contempt of court h\ JudKe Jos- 
eph A. Guthrio, of Division 1 .if th<» .Ia.-k- 
eon County Clioult Court, and was sen- 
tanc-ed Co one day In the county Jail. His 
.attorney Immediately applied for a writ 
of IiaboaK corpus. 


Citation for contempt followed the pub- 


lications In tlie Star of an article stating 
th£t tht> payment of attorneys fees wai 
given precedence over the payment of 
alimony in a divorce suit recently tried in 
thfl circuit court. 


Judge Guthrle's decision elicited from 


Attorney Walsh, for the defense, the 
statement that ho believed It had been 
prepared in advance of the hearing. The 
court admitted this, saylnj? that it was 
as "easily prepared then as any time 
since the court had the 
fact's 
in its 


Tireast." Upon Mr. \VUlsh's insistence, 
the fact that the decision was prepared 
in atUanuo was put into the record 


The decision followed argument bv At- 


torney Walsh that a finding against Mr. 
Xelson would bo not only a reflection up- 
on the dignity of the court, but an acl 
based upon theories of Blackstone's time, 
"when any person could be cited at anj' 
time upon any charge of contempt of 
the Icng^s ministers and 
thrown into 


prison." 


Only three witnesses 
testified. Re- 


peated objections by Attorney Yates, 
friend of the court, sustained by the 
court, resulted in these being: dismissed 
by the defense shortly after being called.

Tho 
order Just issued to prohibit tho further 
sale of liquor In the disorderly "houses was 
the result. 


No licenses can or will be granted to 


women conducting houses in the segre- 
gated district, and the sale of liquor Is 
to be absolutely stopped, according 
to 


Chief Peterson. At present'tho disorderly 
house proprietors hold federal liquor li- 
censes, but none from the city. 
It is declared by those who Know con- 


ditions In the segregated district that the 
new order will cause several places to go 
out of business. In the better class of 
places In the segregated district a, con- 
,siderabte part of the revenue has been 
provided in the past for the sale of high- 
priced wines and liquor, and -with this 
source cut off, it IB said that only the 
cheaper resorts will remain In the city.

Six e 
pedlHons, five of them personally 
ac- 
companied lay 
her 
husband, Thomtta 
Cover, were financed by the Cover ex- 
chequer to search for the mine. 
In the last trip Cover lost his 
life. 
Whether he perished 
miserably 
from 
thirst while separated from a compan- 
ion, or was killed by men reputed to 
be his enemies, is still unsettled. His 
body was 
never 
'found. 
Death from, 
thirst while wandering lost in the desert 
badlands is tha most probable solution 
of the tragedy. 


The shifting desert saria was probably 
"blo-rn over his bcKly 
by 
the 
desert 
winds 
For weeks and months friends 
ana hired searchers worked over a. vast 
expanse o£ the desert. Ko trace of trie 
lost man was found save the unsuccess- 
ful effort of Deputy Sheriff C. L. Right 
and Thomas West of Orange to claim 
the $1030 reward offered by Mrs. Cover 
for the recovery of her husband's oody, 
•which was discredited by the 
missing 
man's family and friends. 
TVrisht and West exhibited a sackful 
of charred human 
bones which 
they 
claimed to have sifted out of the desert 
sand in the section of the desert where 
Cover was last seen. The deputy sheriff 
offered a. theory more horrible than the 
commonly accepted one of death from 
thirst. This official loudly advanced the 
'opinion that the Helm, brothers, former 
bad men from Montana and known- ene- 
mlea of Cover, bad captured him, staked 
him in tho desert and roasted him to 
death, later burying the half 
burned 
bones. 
Wright sued for tho $1000 reward and 
the grewsome sack of charred Tjones were 
an exhibit In the case. 
That bad blood existed between the 
Helm brothers and Cover is prooably 
true, for Cover was head of the Mon- 
tana vigilantes,, known as the 101 com- 
mittee, which- hung 
the 
elder 
Helm 
brother and ran the other four out of 
Montana. 
The four remaining brothers settled at 
Tuma and; soon became obsessed with 
the Peg Leg • mine fever. 
They openly 
admitted they were waiting for some- 
one to find the mine. They proposed to 
trail all searcnerf and "be on hand Wheft 
the quest ended successfully in order to 
claim a portion" of the find. The Helms 
were half-breeds, mixed white and Che- 
rokee blood running in their veins. Do- 
splte the assertions of Deputy Sheriff 
Wright that tho Helms had murdered 
Cover and that a warrant wns out for 
one of the brothers on a murder charge, 
no prosecution was ever directed toward 
any of the Helms In connection with 
Cover's disappearance. 
Cover's Be&fch for the lost Peg Tje£ 
mind was probably the most thorough 
of the hundreds of searches mode be-

freshmen at Berkeley; second, University 
of Southern Ctlifornia varsity vs. Uni- 
versity of California varsity at Los An- 
geles. 
"The first game shall be played three 
weeks before the University of Califor- 
nia-Stanford 
game in 
Berkeley. , Tho 
second game shall1 bo held between the 
second Saturday In November and the 
first Saturday In January In Los An- 
geles." 


This passage Is most significant, ow- 
ing to the recent withdrawal of the Uni- 
versity of California from the California 
TUigby Union. 
The present agreement 
places U. S. C. and Berkeley on exactly 
the same plane as Stanford and Califor- 
nia now stand, with their Intercollegiate 
agreement. 
The latter document 
has 
been left untouched by the consent and 
respect of tho Rugby Union and conse- 
quently the game between the north and 
south' will exist In tho same status as 
the 
Stanford-CaliJltornla mttch, by the 
action of the Union In the latter case. 
Baseball also figures In the provisions 


of the document. 
The games will take

"We must take Into considera- 
tion that pharmacists are human 
beings just like other persons and 
therefore f" entitled to at least a 
few hours of rest on Sunday.

SAN JOSE, Feb. 1.—Former State 
Senator Marshall Black, confessed 
embezzler of funds of the Palo Alto I 
Building and Loan Association, has! 
found new hope and peace in the hour 
of hlg deepest despair through the 
teachings of Abdul Baha, a Persian 
mystic, who visited California recent- 
ly. Baha's waitings, given to him by 
Mrs. I. A. Merrlman, a Palo Alto 
sociological worker and philanthro- 
pist, Black has been, studying- in his 
cell in jail here.

When Black pleaded guilty in the 
courtroom here yesterday, against the 
advice of his attorney, ho looked like 
a new man. The worn, haggard look 
was gone from his face and he took 
his seat with an almost buoyant de- 
meanor. 


His attorney, _ Loula O'Neal, says 
that ho had assured Black that he 
could not be convicted, but that his' 
client preferred to''tell the truth and ' 
take his medicine -rather than be 
acquitted against the will of the peo- 
ple. 


\fTLTj OF THE PEOPLE. 
"He believes that the will of the 
people must be observed," said O'Neal, 
"and that after he gets out of prison 
his attitude will better serve him in 
making a new start in life. 
"I have assured Black that he could 
not he convicted, but he believes that 
at the best an acquittal would be only 
upon technical grounds and would not 
reflect any particular credit upon him- 
self in future years. 
He could have 


walked out of the court a free man 
had he gono to trial. 
"Black, has repeatedly consulted his 


wife concerning his desire to plead 
guilty and she feels that an acquittal 
would, In view of the technicalities, 
reflect no credit upon his family. 
"Black will *go to prison and en- 
deavor to bo an exemplary prisoner 
and secure his liberty after ho has 
gained sufficient credits. He has no 
feeling that his friendship for Gover- 
T>T Johr.son v*l!! result ir h!^ b?Ing 
pardoned before the end of his term. 
"I have every reason to believe that 
Marshall Black is financially destitute 
and that he has spent all the money 
which he has embezzled." 
Black's entire defalcation, which 


extended over a period of years and 
reached in a tangle through all his 
enterprises. Is said to amount to more 
than JIOO.OOO. District Attorney Free 
says that he could prosecute Black 
for embezzlement on any on« of the 
transactions.
